THE PARLIAMENTARY SHOW 


The fifth and last session of Alberta's 
seventh legislature prorogue1 last 
Wednesday and a general election an- 
nouncement may be éxfected at any 
time. 

For fifty-two days the members s't 
in session, facing an enormous aerist 
of resolutions and bills that kept com- 
ing down till the very last day when 
the House amended the Dairymen's 


Act to license cars carrying cream to 
creameries, prohibiting the carriage of 
cream in any but licensed cars. 


The question of redistribution rent 
the House on the last day. D. M. Due- 
gan, Conservative leader, wanted the 
number of members in the next house 
cut from 68 down to 34. Mr. Shields 
‘U.F.A. of McLeod wanted it cut down 
to 20 members elected at large. Mr. 
‘W. R. Howson, Liberal leader met the 
situation with an amendment calling 
for a “ substantial reduction” in the 
number of members. The Howson a- 
mendment came near to passing, being 
defeated by a vote of 27 to 21. 


Premier Reid led the attack against 
any reduction of the membership at 
the present time, After a hot debate 
the U.F.A. majority behind Premier 
Reid succeeded in defeating the reso- 
lutions ard amendments offered by 
Mesrs. Duggan, Shields and Howson. 
So the coming general election will he 
for the same number of seats with the 
same electoral boundaries as at the 
last general election. 


Most sensational of all legislation 
passed by the government in its dyinz 
days, were the two bills to muzzle the 
press of Alberta. Following a heated 
debate in which it was charged that 
the measures are aimed at presenting 
during the election period, reports of 
the appeal proceedings in the McPher- 
son divorce suit and the Brownlee se- 
duction suit, Attorney General Lym- 
burn compromised by amendin: the 
bills to exempt reports of all lawsuits 
in progress at the time the bil'« were 
passed. 

It was urged by W. R. Howson, K.C., 
other legal members, that report of 
the Privy Council decision in the Mc- 
Pherson suit is vital, as it will settle 
the question whether divorces can be 
granted in Alberta in suits tried dur- 
ing noon hour recess in judges rooms 
to which the public !s refused access. 
As the law at present stands the Ap- 
peal Court of Alberta holds that such 
le hegyine is a public one. 

The new laws, more drastic than 
any in any part of the British Em- 
pire, impose penalties of $5,000 on a 
Paper oywned by a corporation and 
fines of $1000 each on the publisher, 
owner, editors and writers who pul- 
sh statements of claims in civil ac- 
tions, or reports of injunctions ob- 
tained ex parte before a judge in 
civil actions or anything but the bare 
actions and matrimonial suits. News- 
dealers who handle papers which con- 
tain any prohibited matter are 
lable to fines of $1000 each.

Before the Legislature went out of 
existence the U.F.A. Government voted 
down the resolution of Liberal memb- 
er Hugh J. Montgomery to sell ‘he 
fleet of autos murchased for the use 
of Ministers. He said these are used 
for social and political purposes and 
it would be cheaper and fairer 
follow the example of Ontario and 
Saskatchewan and al’ow the Ministers 
mileage at the same rete as civil ser- 
vants for the use of their own cars.

Corporal Michael Moriarity, offi- 
cer of .the Drumheller detachment, 
R.C.M.P., and at one 
charge of the Carbon detachment, 


was shot to death on Friday morn- 
ing while attempting to serve a 


summons against David S. Knox, a

farmer residing about eight miles 

west of Drumheller. 

Accompanied by Constable Roy A. 
Allen, the corporal had gone to the 
Knox place to serve the summons 
against the farmer. Corporal Moriari- 
ty was out of the police cac tirst. 

He opened the gate, and was closing 
it with his back to the house when 
Knox, in the house, opened fire with a 
rifle. The first shot caught Moriarity 
in the back, and passed through the 
chest, inflicting a terrible wound. 

Mortaly wounded, Corporal Moriart- 
ty fell where he stood. 

Constable Allen. seeing his brother 
officer fall, was getting out of the car 


when a second shot roared over his 
head. 

Undaunted, he rushed through the 
gate, and bent over the ecoporal as 
millets whizzed through the air He 


attempted to drag the fa'len officer to 
the car. but the shots, coming closer. 
forced him back. 

He ran back to the car and attempt- 
eé€ to bring it closer to Movriarity, but 
within seconds it was pockmarke1 with 
bullet-holes. 

Several passed through th» roof, two 
shattred the windshield. one lodging in 
the front seat, and others pinetured 
the right front fender radiator. 
Nine bullets struck the car. 

Constable Allen received a long gash 
along the head from flying glass, See- 
ing that he could do nothing, the offi- 
cer left to notify the Drumheller de- 
tachment of the shooting. As he de 
Marted, he saw the slayer run from 
the house and he emptied his revolver 
at him’. The constable realized his 
comrade was dead. 

Reaching a telephone at the school- 
house, constable Allen notifed Staff- 
Sergeant John Skelton of the shooting. 
and then went back to the Knox farm. 
Sergeant Skelton, 
Constables Forrest, Gilesnie and Fenn 
left at once for the scene, armed with 
rifles 

On the arrival of Sergeant Skelton 
and reinforcements at the scene of the 
slaving, the body of Corporal Moriarity 
‘was recovered. The corporal was dead

Little Journeys In Science 


THE SPECTROSCOPE 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 

Scientists have shown that the 
earth and every star which can be 
observed by the telescope, including 
the most distant, are composed of the 
same substances. Of course the pro- 
portions are different, but the sub- 
stances are not. 

A glass prism in the hands of the 
great scientist Sir Isaac Newton in 
1672 commenced the train of thought 
that led to this discovery. Newton 
observed that the prism split up 
ordinary sunlight into the various 
colors of which it is composed. The 
prism was the beginning of a very 
powerful instrument of science, name- 
ly the spectroscope, which was de- 
veloped about a hundred years later. 
It is this instrument that tells us 
that all the suns and planets are 
composed of the same materials in 
different proportions. 

The spectroscope sees more than 
our eyes enable us to see. Man can 
only observe those substances that 
give off vibrations to which our eyes 
are sensitive. The spectroscope is 
sensitive to all vibrations that mat- 
ter sends out. We cannot see color- 
less gases, but the spectroscope can. 
In fact this instrument can see gases 
so plainly that it can tell one from 


substance and every kind of gas 
sends out vibrations, each having a 
rate of vibration of its own. Science 
has determined the rates of vibration 
of the various solids and gases of 
which the earth is composed. When 
the same vibrations come from other 
planets and suns scientists know that 
they are composed of the same ma- 
terials that are in the earth,
